[A] Applicant appears to rely on confusion between terns "substitute 
product" (indicated in a substitute table) v. "product substitute" obtained from the product database and then added into the substitute table, 
Applicant then sends the recommendation of the "product substitute" [added to the substitute table]; receiving approval for the "product 
substitute" [added to the substitute table]; and saving "substitute product" (indicated in the substitute table, and not requiring further search 
in a product database). [B] rejection under 35 USC 103(a) is maintained. Each and every word of each claim has been carefuly weighed 
when considering each claim as a whole in light of the specifications. Claim 20, for example, contains three embedded IF statements, and 
lack alternative language. Step I, sending the customer... and Step J, receiving approval... appear to require proper execution of each IF 
statement. Including each and every limitation and viewing each claim as a whole, the language of claims 20, 25 and 30 is given its 
broadest reasonable interpretation to mean that if a product substitute (applicant's "product substitute" and "substitute product") exists, 
sending the customer a recommendatation of the product substitute ( (applicant's "product substitute" and "substitute product").
